In considering tha means of raising addi- 
tional revenue, supposing tho Lagialature, 
in the faee of our Inrge annual surplus, atill 
oonsider that necessary, it is important that 
first principles should not ba lost sight of. 
“Tho freedom of the port? is a’ phragw 
which is in every one’s mouth, ‘and wo are 
exhorted in relation thereto not ta gell our 
birthright for a mess of-pottage. Bit what 
is meant by tho Freedom of the port? Is it 
simply that there shall be no Custom House, 
orthat shipping frequenting theharboui shal! 
be exempt from all charges? In the latter 
sense the port has already ceased. to be free, 
for a revenue is derived from tho light duos:

Hon. W. Keswrcz expressed the opinion 
that the shipping frequenting our harbour 
and tho commerce centring here ‘ought to 
contribute to the revenuy, This isa posi. 
tion which might bg supported by vory 
forcible argamenta, but. still more forcible 
ones may, wo think, be addnead on the other 
side. For our own part, we wish to sea the 
freedom of the port maintained as an actu. 
» ality, not morely ag a fiction or figure of 
speech, Not only should wa object to the ore 
tabli&hment of Customs dues, but wo abject 
also to the imposition of light dues, to taxes 
..,00 bills of lading, and to all the other taxa 
on commarcs 80 ingenionsly imposod by the 
Stamp Act, and which it is now propoued to 
furthor inereass. Shipping and commerce 
ara the very breath of life to the colony, and 
ought to be aafrag agair. To tax shipping in 
8 port like Honekong seama to na aa injadie 
cious ag it wowld be for a-shopleeper to 
make"s chargy for admission to his shon, 
Still, the arguments by which Mr, Keawrox’s 
position may be supported are wall worth 
attention. A tax impoged on shipping might 
be arranged.onsuch_a basis that it would 
not be greatly felt in individual casa while 
in tharggregite it wowld yield a laree 
revenue; and ifs veasol now and thon gave 
the placa the go-by as a port of callin con. 
sequenes of such taxation, the public would 
probably never know anything about it, but 
would enjoy the blisa of ignorance, Again, 
the ssme arguments which have been ased 
in favour of an inerorse of the Stamn duties 
apply with eqnal foree ton taxon shinning. 
The machinery for its collection already 
exiats, ind we can ‘calrulate with precision 
what the tax would vield, All that has to 
be done ia to collect an axtra two centa a 
ton hy way of tonnage dues when the 
Jight dues ara collerted+ and tha enlony 
eat once placed in receipt of an additional 
revenue of $100,000 or therarhouts. Nothing 
ean be simpler, Nevertholass, we mast con. 
feas wa like the plan almost as littla as we 
dotho Stamp duties, thouzh it possesses the 
merit of being a more atraightforward way 
of taxation. Every one subject to the tar 
would know exactly what-he had to pay, 
‘whereas the Stamp daties are attended by 
all the annovanca of patty nilfering— little 
taken here, and a Httle there, wherever it is 
thought a little will not bo missed. Both 
the Stamp daty and specific charges on ship- 
~ ping are objectionable, but if it be once enn- 
1 ceded thatthe shipping ie a fair subject of 
taxation we have in it a veritable milch caw 
which would yield all the milk the Colonial 
Treasurer requiras and admit of, a reduction 
in the house tax to boot, The dectrina of 
the freedom of the port in its ‘fullest sense 
would of course have to be thrown to the 
winds, even although no Custom House 
throw its shadow over the barbour, It may 
of course be argued that the shipping should 
pay for the conservation of the harbour, 
should contribute townrde the cost of the 
Water Police, and should pay_for the main- 
“tenance of the Harbour Master's establish- 
ment, - Fhe argument in plausible, but on 
examination will be found to ba pernicious. 
The light dues were only to ba imposed 
until the lights were prid'for, but they are 
still maintained, although the coat of the 
lighta was covered long ago. Tt would 
_ Inevitably be the same with any other tax 
imposed on shipping: it would be made to 
eontributa to the general revenue.

to the $240 in cash which the bankrapt had kopt 
io hand and not handed over to the Official 15. 
siguea, it was usual in these cages to allow the 
bankropt some means of appesring before the 
court and ob/sining his discharge, and it waa not 
usnal to look vary hardly into a small sum like 
that being retained by the bankrupt for his ex- 
penses in endeavouring to get his discharge. 
With regard, however, to the Bill of sale which 
the bankrupt gave upon his furniture his 
Lordship thought then, and he was still of 
opinion, that the baukrupt’a conduct was highly 
reprehensible. He had obtainod ‘time from the 
court under oiroumatances which he ought not 
+o have so taken advantage of. His Lortshiphad 
looked the matter over, and hé bad coysidored 
the construction placed npon the 142nd ‘Seotion 
of the Bankruptoy Act in a decision by,Lord 
Westbury. In this devision it was held that 
unless arbankrupt brought himself within this 
142nd._ Section the court had no power to rofuso 
‘to grant his order of discharge. This conduct 
on the part of Mr: Holmes did not bring him 
within the scope of thst seotion, and his Lord- 
ship saw. no reason why the order of discharge 
should not be granted, leaving it to any eroditors 
who might consider themselves injured by the 
Dill of sale to take such steps as they might be 
advised to upset it as a frandulent bill of gale, 
nee bankrupt thon obtsined his order of dia- 
charge. x .

: “BRECONSHIRE,” 
i aici neangs 
MARINE COURT OF INQUIRY. 

~ A Marind Court of Inquiry to investigate the 
circnmstanceassurrounding the loss of this steamer 
waa opgned at the Harbour Office, Hongkong, 
on tho 1st inatant, the Court boing composed of 
Commander R. M. Rumsey, 2.N, (Harbour 
Master) President; Lieut. G. §. Keigwin, R.N.; 
Thomas Gray Poceck, yoaster, British stoamer 
Thales; and James Hamlin, master, British 
ateamor Amdtista, 

The President read a lettar from Captain W. 
E. Pope applying for the Conrt,-as follows :-— 

Duan SiR,—The remaindor of my crow having boon 
forwarded hare from 3wataw, I abalt bo obliged by 
your holdiag on court of ingtiry at this port with ro 
foronco to tho stranding of my ship, the 3.9. Bre. 
conshire, on tho White !Rooks during thick. waathor 
on the 17th inst.—-I am, &o.. 
W. E. Pore, Master, 


Tho President also read the warrant from H. 
E the Aoting Govornor authorising the hold- 
ing of the court. : 

Tho following evidence waa taken, 

Captain. Popo ‘said—I am master ‘of 
the British steamer Breconshire, and hold 
& osrtificate. of competency No. 17050. I 
loft Nogasaki on. tho voyago to London 
and Hamburg via Hongkong on thd 13th 
March with general cargo. Attimo of loaviig: 
the weather was cloudy, and the wind was from 
the N.W. Tho ship, was ‘properly manned, 
equipped, and foond, and the drancht was 21 
foot 8 inches aft, and 18 fect 9 inches for- 
ward.. Nothing of. importance ovsurrad until 
the 16th. ‘The ship’s position was taken by 
observation on the 14th inst, whan she was placad 
on the chart on taf, 30.41, and long. 126.43, At 
noon on the 15th her Jat. was found at.28.17, and 
herlongitado 112.57, Up till that time thoro were 
light winds and clear weather. In the afternoon 
there ware ocaasional fora. At midnight sound- 
ings were taken at 30 fathoms. At am. of the 
16th there were light winds and fog at times, and 
welcould see about dne artigo miles, The steam 
whistle was kept'going a3 a precautionary mea- 
gure in case of ishing boats being about. At 3.50. 
the engines were ansed, ag tho fog became 
thicker. At 4 o’slook a east of the lead was 
taken, giving 47 fathoms, The course on the 
15th from noon till 6 pm. was SW. 3 W. 
by compass, with three degroesof doviation. At 
six o'clock the course was alterod to S. 
W,, two degreas westerly of deviation, At 
nine. o'olock the course was &. W. + 8.
